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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . An Amendment was filed 6/23/06 in which Claims 63-65 were cancelled. 

2. Claims 1-41, 46 and 48-62 are allowable because prior art does not disclose an 
apparatus for a vehicle occupant comprising, inter alia, 

an inflation fluid source which contains no pyrotechnic material, 
a fill tube to inflate the device to a first pressure, and maintain inflation above the first 
pressure, the second pressure being less than the first pressure, and, 

the device being inflated for at least 95% of at least the initial 5-7 seconds of inflation.
